Other  posts  filled  by  the  SCD

Surprise  Drill 
To  Be  Ordered 
Before  April  1 

Pennsylvania’s  first  surprise 
air  raid  drill  under  the  new 
Warning  System  will  be  ordered 
sometime  before  April  1,  the 
SCD  announced  this  week. 

The  nature  of  the  drill — 
whether  daylight  or  nighttime — 
will  not  be  revealed  in  advance. 
It  will  require  both  mobilization 
of  the  Citizens  Defense  Corps 
and  the  handling  of  simulated 
incidents  by  Control  Centers. 

Instructions  for  the  Control 
Center  exercises  have  been  sent 
to  county  commanders,  to  be 
carried  out  when  the  sirens  an- 
nounce the  start  of  the  drill. 

Plans  for  the  surprise  drill 
were  drawn  up  by  the  SCD  fol- 
lowing the  successful  completion 
of  two  pre-announced  tests — a 
daylight  drill  on  Feb.  17  and  a 
practice  blackout  March  4.  Re- 
sults indicated  that  Pennsyl- 
vanians now  have  a good  un- 
derstanding of  the  blue-red-blue 
warnings. 

Criticism  of  the  inaudible  all- 
clear  was  answered  by  Dr. 
Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison,  SCD 
executive  director,  in  a letter 
to  local  leaders  in  which  he 
pointed  out  that  sirens  could 
produce  only  two  distinct  sounds 
without  causing  confusion  and 
these  were  assigned  to  the  blue 
and  red. 


Schools  To  Join 
In  Scrap  Drive 

Pennsylvania’s  1,800,000  school 
children  were  asked  this  week 
to  join  in  the-  Spring  Scrap  Col- 
lection in  which  Salvage  Com- 
mittees are  attempting  to  raise 
376,000  tons  of  scrap  before 
April  30. 

Warning  that  scrap  stocks  for 
the  steel  mills  are  dwindling, 
the  SCD  Advisory  Salvage  Com- 
mittee urged  pupils  to  canvass 
every  home  and  farm.  An  es- 
timated 85,000  tons  of  farm  scrap 
is  still  available  in  the  State. 

Colley  S.  Baker,  Salvage  Com- 
mittee secretary,  emphasized 
that  large  iron  and  steel  items, 
such  as  machinery,  are  badly 
needed,  and  also  copper  and 
brass.

Statement  by 
The  Director 


The  recent  threat  over  the 
German  radio  that  New  York, 
Boston  and  other  American 
cities  may  very  shortly  be  ex- 
periencing bombings  should 
be  a fair  reminder  to  the  peo- 
ple of  America  that  we  have 
not  won  this  war. 

The  most  serious  danger 
with  which  this  nation  is  con- 
fronted is  the  widespread  con- 
viction that  the  war  is  vir- 
tually won,  that  Germany  is 
on  the  point  of  cracking  up 
and  that  nothing  remains  but 
a few  months  of  clean-up 
operations. 

There  is  not  the  slightest 
evidence  to  support  this  con- 
viction. The  war  is  not  won 
and  until  it  is  won  America  is 
in  danger,  not  only  of  bomb- 
ings but  of  ultimate  conquest. 

We  are  grateful  to  Germany 
for  this  reminder  which  con- 
stitutes another  call  on  all  the 
forces  of  Civilian  Defense  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to 
take  every  measure  for  the 
protection  of  our  people,  our 
industries  and  our  economy, 
and  to  be  aggressive  in  every 
program  by  which  this  war 
may  be  won.

A strong  endorsement  by 
Governor  Edward  Martin  high- 
lighted Victory  Garden  devel- 
opments in  Pennsylvania  this 
week  as  the  planting  season  for 
an  expected  1,400,000  gardens 
drew  near. 

Calling  on  all  citizens  to  co- 
operate with  their  Council  of 
Defense  Victory  Garden  Com- 
mittee and  to  participate  fully 
in  the  program,  the  Governor 
said: 

“Every  Victory  Garden  which 
we  plant  and  grow  and  harvest 
in  our  backyards  and  com- 
munity plots  will  be  not  only  a 
contribution  to  the  war  effort 
but  also  an  exemplification  of 
the  spirit  of  self-reliance  which 
American  democracy  is  fighting 
today  to  preserve.” 

He  cited  the  importance  of 
canning  garden  surpluses  for 
use  next  winter  and  also  asked 
that  the  schools  encourage  gar- 
dening and  that  persons  with 
extra  land  make  it  available  for 
community  garden  plots.

reassured  gardeners  that  there 
is  no  shortage  of  seeds. 

“The  seed  situation  this  year 
is  basically  the  same  as  last 
year,”  said  Mrs.  Eliason.  “There 
might  be  shortages  in  some  vari- 
eties, but  gardeners  can  easily 
substitute  another  variety.  De- 
liveries are  slower,  but  this  does 
not  mean  that  seeds  will  not  be 
available.” 

The  model  garden  plans  were 
mailed  to  local  Victory  Garden 
Committees  and  also  released 
in  mat  form  to  all  nev/spapers. 
Vegetables  high  in  nutrients  and 
also  high  on  the  “scarce”  list 
were  stressed.  A chart  was  re- 
leased at  the  same  time  showing 
how  much  to  plant  to  supply  the 
full  vegetable  needs  of  the  fam- 
ily. 

To  allay  fears  of  some  gar- 
deners, the  State  Game  Commis- 
sion announced  plans  to  trap 
50,000  rabbits  in  residential 
areas  and  transfer  them  to  dis- 
tricts where  they  could  not  prey 
on  gardens. 

The  SCD  meanwhile  ordered 
several  prints  of  a new  Victory 
Garden  16  m.m.  sound  film  to  be 
loaned  for  use  at  garden  meet- 
ings. 

Many  industrial  plants  are 
sponsoring  Victory  Gardens  for 
their  workers  this  year  on  com- 
pany property.  Special  plans 
have  been  sent  to  several  com- 
panies by  the  SCD  Victory  Gar- 
den Committee. 


STIRRUP  PUMPS 

The  OCD  has  announced  that 
stirrup  pumps  may  be  sold  now 
throughout  designated  target 
areas,  rather  than  just  in  spe- 
cific cities.

Child  Care  Bill 
In  Legislature 

Measures  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  to  extend  the  au- 
thority of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  in  certain  fields  and  to 
authorize  Child  Care  Centers 
have  been  given  approval  by  the 
SCD. 

The  Council’s  powers  relating 
to  such  activities  as  Victory 
Gardens,  Salvage,  and  rehabili- 
tation would  be  broadened  un- 
der the  terms  of  one  measure. 

The  other  proposal  would 
permit  local  and  district  Coun- 
cils of  Defense  to  establish  Child 
Care  Centers  with  the  approval 
of  the  State  Council,  and  sub- 
ject to  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  State  Council. 

It  would  also  authorize  polit- 
ical sub-divisions  to  appropriate 
funds  for  Child  Care  Centers 
and  would  permit  the  Centers 
to  charge  for  the  services  ren- 
dered. 

In  addition,  the  State  Council 
has  requested  $187,500  of  State 
funds  to  be  used  in  equipping 
Child  Care  Centers,  where  Fed- 
eral funds  have  not  been  ap- 
plied for  and  where  it  is  impos- 
sible to  secure  all  or  part  of  the 
equipment  funds  from  local 
sources. 

Provision  is  made  also  in  a 
measure  awaiting  introduction 
in  the  Legislature  for  the  pur- 
chase of  pressure  cookers  to  be 
used  in  canning  Victory  Garden 
surpluses  and  for  certain  ad- 
ministrative expenses  of  the 
Civil  Air  Patrol. 

Several  Senators  have  ex- 
pressed favor  for  a general  dis- 
cussion of  all  Civilian  Defense 
measures,  several  of  which  are 
now  in  the  Judiciary  General 
Committee.

Greenville  Shows  The  Way 
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State  Lists  9,400 
Units  Of  Plasma 

Profiting  from  the  experience 
of  Boston,  the  SCD  has  com- 
pleted an  inventory  of  blood 
plasma  reserves  in  Pennsylvania 
and  sent  copies  to  all  Councils 
of  Defense,  hospitals,  and  Bed 
Cross  disaster  committees. 

The  inventory  showed  9,483 
units  of  plasma  available  in  the 
351  hospitals  of  the  State,  in- 
cluding 5,308  units  which  were 
supplied  in  recent  months  by 
the  OCD. 

“We  want  all  emergency  med- 
ical officials  to  know  where  they 
can  obtain  plasma,”  said  Dr. 
Paul  Dodds,  Chief  Medical  Offi- 
cer of  the  SCD,  “so  that  there 
will  be  no  delay  in  case  of  air 
raids  or  other  emergencies. 

“In  the  Boston  night  club  dis- 
aster, there  was  sufficient  plasma 
in  the  city,  but  because  officials 
did  not  know  this,  they  sent  to 
distant  points  for  some  of  their 
supply.  The  delay  may  have 
caused  needless  loss  of  life.” 

The  present  plasma  reserves  In 
Pennsylvania  represent  a big  Increase 
over  a year  ago.  Philadelphia  has 
3163  units,  Allegheny  1833,  Dauphin 
1010,  Erie  764,  Lehigh  522,  Camhria 
235,  Lackawanna  218,  Lycoming  208, 
Luzerne  200,  Lancaster  78.  and  Berks 
25. 

51,000  Increase 
In  Enrollment 

Civilian  Defense  enrollment 
in  Pennsylvania  during  Febru- 
ary scor^  its  biggest  increase 
in  more  than  four  months. 

The  Citizens  Defense  Corps 
added  20,000  new  members  to 
reach  a new  total  of  592,200 — 
more  than  double  that  of  a 
year  ago.  Air  Raid  Wardens 
continue  as  the  biggest  corps, 
with  206,083  members,  includ- 
ing 22,000  women. 

In  Civilian  War  Activities, 
an  increase  of  31,000  members 
was  reported  by  29  counties, 
bringing  the  total  to  202,165. 
The  other  38  counties  have  not 
yet  submitted  reports  for  this 
branch  of  service. 

Block  Leaders  doubled  dur- 
ing the  month  to  reach  a new 
peak  of  24,283.  Other  War  Ac- 
tivities totals  included:  Red 

Cross,  44,845,  Consumers  In- 
terest 3785,  Victory  Speakers 
1088,  Child  Care  241,  Morale 
14,158,  and  Recreation  1087. 

Meanwhile,  the  percentage 
of  women  in  the  Citizens  De- 
fense Corps  has  increased  to 
13  per  cent.  Several  months 
ago,  women  comprised  only  11 
per  cent  of  the  total.

Unity,  Speakers 
Program  Merged 

Two  naturally-related  pro- 
grams— American  Unity  and 
Victory  Speakers — have  been 
consolidated  by  the  SCD  under 
one  bureau,  to  be  known  as  the 
American  Unity  Speakers  Bu- 
reau. 

Mrs.  Jean  D.  Doverspike,  Di- 
rector of  the  SCD  Speakers  Bu- 
reau since  1941,  continues  as 
director,  and  the  205  members 
of  the  American  Unity  Com- 
mittee will  serve  as  an  advisory 
group  and  also  as  speakers. 

Succeeding  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dan- 
iel A.  Poling  as  chairman  of  the 
committee  is  Dean  Arthur  R. 
Warnock,  of  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  formerly  committee 
secretary.  Dr.  Poling  resigned 
because  of  the  press  of  other 
duties. 

Explaining  the  merger.  Dr. 
Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  SCD,  said 
there  was  little  that  any  com- 
mittee could  do  to  promote 
unity,  except  as  speakers. 

“Unity  comes  when  citizens 
unite  in  a common  task,  as  they 
already  are  doing  in  such  pro- 
grams as  Victory  Gardens  and 
air  raid  precautions,”  he  said. 

County  and  local  Unity  Com- 
mittees are  expected  to  join 
forces  with  their  local  Speakers 
Bureaus  under  the  new  plan.

The  institute,  which  is  open  to 
all  Control  Center  commanders, 
staff  members,  training  direc- 
tors, and  instructors,  will  cover 
the  latest  developments  in  plant 
protection,  gas  defense  and  other 
techniques. 

The  sessions  will  be  held  in 
the  Forum  of  the  State  Educa- 
tion Building,  under  direction 
of  Lt.  Col.  Henry  C.  Hall  and 
four  other  officers  from  the  War 
Department  Civilian  Protection 
School  at  Amherst  College. 

Reservations  are  to  be  sent  to 
Alfred  S.  Holt,  newly-elected 
Chief  of  Training  for  the  SCD. 

Scheduled  in  11  cities,  the 
Bomb  Reconnaissance  Schools 
are  a continuation  of  the  series 
held  last  Oct.  The  goal  is  to 
have  at  least  one  trained  Recon- 
naissance Agent  for  each  Con- 
trol Center. 

The  schools,  conducted  by  Army 
Ordnance  Officers,  were  held  early 
this  month  at  Chester,  Lebanon, 
Williamsport  and  Bethlehem.  Other 
places  and  dates  scheduled  are:

25-26;  Pittsburgh,  Mar.  30- Apr.  1;

8-9;  Altoona,  ' Apr.  13-15;  DuBois, 
Apr.  19-21. 


EQUIPMENT  TOTALS 
ARE  ANNOUNCED 

About  100  municipalities  are 
due  to  receive  their  first  ship- 
ments of  Federal  Civilian  De- 
fense equipment,  according  to 
Charles  E.  Clark,  Chief  Fire 
Warden  and  Property  Officer 
of  the  SCD. 

The  other  78  cities  on  the 
OCD  allocation  list  in  Penn- 
sylvania have  already  received 
the  following  supplies: 

262,700  armbands,  26,620  gas 
masks,  127,700  helmets,  1,435 
firemen’s  rubber  coats,  193  skid 
pumps,  54  front-mount  pumps, 
304,600  feet  of  2V2-inch  hose, 
92,400  feet  of  1 ¥2 -inch  hose, 
and  367  ladders. 

The  equipment  was  allocated 
by  the  OCD  to  towns  and  cities 
regarded  as  the  main  “target 
areas.”  Other  supplies,  includ- 
ing 100,000  identification  tags, 
6,000  beds  and  mattresses,  and 
5,308  units  of  blood  plasma, 
have  been  received  for  general 
use  throughout  the  state.
